6,  intituled  ;  "An  Act  respecting  the  Customs,"  His 
Excellency  in  Council  has  been  pleased  to  Order,  and  it  is  hereby  Ordered,  that  the  following  Regulations 
respecting  the  Coasting  Trade  of  the  Dominion,  in  amendment  of  the  Regulations  adopted  by  Order  in 
Council  of  26th  July,  1868,  shall  be  and  the  same  are  hareby  adopted  and  Sstablished  : 

1st.  It  having  been  enacted  by  Chap.  9,  Sec.  22,  23rd  Victoria,  that  the  Governor  may  grant  yearly 
Coasting  Licenses  to  British  vessels  navigating  the  inland  waters  of  Canada  above  Montreal,  although 
such  vessels  may  sometimes  make  voyages  to  Foreign  Forts,  it  is  hereby  Ordered  that  the  Bonds  to  be 
given  by  the  Master  or  Owner  of  such  vessel,  on  taking  out  such  License  shall  not  contain  the  condition 
provided  for  in  Section  3  of  said  Regulations,  "that  such  Vessels  or  Boats  shall  not  be  employed  in  the 
Foreign  Trade,"  but  that  it  shall  be  a  conditton  of  such  Bond,  that  whenever  such  Vessel  or  Boat  ia 
employed  in  a  voyage  to  or  from  a  Foreign  Port,  the  master  or  other  proper  officer  thereof,  shall  report 
inwaras  and  outwards,  in  all  respects,  as  though  he  had  not  received  such  Coasting  License. 

2nd.  Representations  having  been  made  of  serious  inconvenience  to  the  Masters  and  Owners  of  Steam 
Vessels  employed  as  regular  passenger  and  freight  packets,  between  the  Fort  of  St.  John  in  the  Province  of, 
New  Brunswick,  and  the  ports  of  Digby,  Annapolis  and  Windsor,  in  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  and  also ' 
to  the  Mercantile  Community  of  the  said  ports,  in  consequence  of  such  Steam  Vessels  being  obliged  to 
report  their  cargoes  each  trip  in  detail,  it  is  hereby  further  Ordered,  that  the  Collector  of  Customs  at  the 
Port  of  St.  John,  may  grant  any  such  Steam  Vessel,  a  yearly  coasting  licenscLSubject  to  the  same  conditions 
as  are  provided  in  the  case  of  Vessels  trading  between  ports  in  the  same  Province,  with  the  additional 
condition  that  the  Master  or  otlier  proper  Officer  of  such  Sto.-vn  Vessul,  shall  be  furnished  with  two  cargo 
books  to  be  used  durin"  alternate  months,  and  that  at  the  end  of  each  month,  he  shall  surrender  the  book 
used  during  that  month  to  the  Collector  of  the  Port  of  St.  John,  and  the  said  Collector  shall  return  to  him 
the  other  book  with  which  he  had  been  furnished,  so  that  the  record  of  the  trade  of  each  month,  shall  be  in 
the  Custom  House,  to  be  used  for  statistical  purp(53es  during  the  whole  of  the  succeeding  mouth.

COASTING  REGULATIONS. 

1.  Vessels  and  Boats  employed  solely  in  the  transport  of  GkxMla  or  Passengers  from  one  port  or  place 
to  another  port  or  place  within  the  limits  of  the  Dominion  of  GaQada,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  engaged  in 
the  Ooaflting  Trade,  end  shall  be  subject  to  the  Regulations  governing  the  same. 

2.  None  but  British  registered  Vessels  and  Boats,  whoUy  owned  by  'British  subjects,  can  lawfully  be 
engaged  in  the  Coasting  Trade  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  and  the  names  of  such  Vessels  or  Boats  and 
the  names  of  their  Ports  of  Registry  shall  be  distinctly  painted  on  the  stem  of  the  said  Vessels  or  Boats. 

3.  Such  Vessbls  or  Boats,  mav,  without  being  subject  to  entry,  or  clearance  as  required  by  law,  for 
Vessels  trading  between  Ports  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  as  well  as  with  Foreign  Ports,  carry  goods  the 
produce  of  Canada,  or  goods  duty  free,  or  goods  duty  paid,  or  passengers  from  any  Ports  or  places  in  the 
Provinces  of  Ontario  and  Quebec,  to  any  other  Ports  or  places  in  the  said  Provinces,  or  from  any  Ports  or 

¥  laces  in  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick,  to  any  other  Ports  or  places  in  the  said  ProvincOj  or  from  any 
*orts  or  places  in  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  ^o  any  other  Ports  or  places  in  the  said  Province,  provided 
always  that  the  owners  or  masters  of  such  Vessels  or  Boats,  shall  take  out  a  license  for  the  season  for  that 

Eurpose  from  a  Collector  of  Customs  in  Canada,  and  that  the  owners  or  masters  in  tiding  out  the  said 
license  shall  enter  into  Bonds  of  S600  conditioned  that  such  Vessels  or  Boats  shall  not  be  employed  in  the 
Foreign  Trade,  and  provided  also  that  the  Master  of  every  such  vessel  or  Boat  shidl  keep  or  cause  to  be 
kept,  a  Cargo  Book  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Customs  Department,  to  be  registered  by  the  Collector 
of  Customs  who  granted  the  License,  in  which  Book  shall  be  entered  at  the  Port  of  Lading,  an  account  of  idl 
goods  taken  on  board  of  such  Vessel  or  Boat,  stating  the  description  of  the  packages,  the  quantities,  the 
descriptions  and  values  of  the  goods  therein,  as  also  of  the  gooa»  stowed  loose,  and  the  names  of  the 
respective  Shippers  and  Consignees,  as  far  as  any  of  such  particulars  shall  be  known  to  him  :  and  at  the 
Fort  of  dischai^e  shall  be  entered  in  said  Cargo  Book,  the  respective  days  upon  which  any  such  .goods  shall 
be  delivered  out  of  such  Vessel  and  also  the  respective  times  of  departure  from  the  Port  of  ladmg  and  of 
arrival  at  the  Port  of  unlading. 

4.  The  master  of  any  such  Vessel  or  Boat  shall  produce  his  License  and  Cargo  Book  to  anv  Officer  of 
Customs,  whenever  the  same  shall  be  demanded,  ana  answer  all  questions  put  to  him,  and  such  Officer  of 
Customs  shall  be  at  liberty  to  note  any  remark  on  the  Gar^o  Book  which  he  may  deem  proper,  and  if  the 
Cargo  Book  shall  not  be  kept  in  the  manner  hereby  required,  and  the  particulars  of  all  Cargo  laden  and 
unladed,  duly  noted  therein,  the  goods  and  Vessel  shall  be  forfeited,  and  tne  master  shall  incur  the  penalty 
of  «100. 

5.  Before  any  co.asting  vessel  or  boat  shall  depart  from  any  Port  of  lading  in  any  one  of  the  Provinces 
of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  for  any  other  Port  in  the  said  Dominion,  not  in  the  said  province  of  departure, 
&n  account  or  Report  with  a  duplicate  thereof,  in  the  form  or  to  the  effect  following,  and  signed  by  the 
Master,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Collector,  who  shall  retain  the  duplicate  and  return  the  original  account 
or  report  dated  and  signed  by  him  ;  and  such  account  or  Report  shall  be  th»  clearance  of  the  Vessel  or 
Boat  for  the  voyage  and  the  transire  or  pass  for  the  goods  expressed  therein,  except  for  goods  under  Bond 
or  goods  liable  to  Excise  or  Internal  Revenue  duty,  which  shall  rrx^uire  the  entries  and  warrants  for  landing 
to  be  signed  by  the  proper  Officers  as  required  by  Law,  and  if  any  such  account  or  Report  be  false,  the 
Master  who  signed  it  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  (100.

6.  Within  twenty-four  houn  after  the  arrival  of  any  coasting  veasel  or  boat  at  the  Port  of  diBcharge, 
which  requires  a  transire  aa  above  described,  and  t>efore  any  goods  shall  be  unladen,  the  transire  with  ttie 
name  of  the  place  or  ^rharf  where  the  lading  is  to  be  discharged,  noted  thereon,  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
collector,  who  shall  note  thereon  the  date  of  the  delivery  ;  and  if  any  of  the  goods  on  board  such  coasting 
vessel  or  boat  shall  be  subject  to  any  customs  duty  the  same  shall  not  be  unladen  until  due  entry  has  been 
made  at  the  Custom  House  and  a  warrant  granted  for  the  landing  thereof  ;  and  if  any  of  the  goodti  on 
board  such  vessel  or  boat  be  subject  to  an^  auty  of  excise  or  Internal  Revenue  the  same  shall  not  be 
uiUaden  without  the  authority  or  permission  of  the  proper  officer  of  excise  ;  but  no  entry  sh.. 11  be  required 
at  the  Custom  House  for  any  goods  broiight  coastwise  the  produce  of  Canada  er  goods  on  which  the  duties 
whether  of  Ciutomsor  Excise  have  alrea(fy  been  paid  or  which  are  duty  free. 

7.  Vessels  and  boats  employed  in  the  Coasting  Trade  and  that  shall  met  have  taken  out  a  License  for 
cairying  goods,  and  obtained  a  Cargo  Book  as  above  provided,  shall  report  inwards  and  outwards  at  the 
nearest  port  to  their  place  of  arrival  or  destination  ana  require  clearances  whenever  they  depart  from  any 
port  or  place  within  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  and  in  default  of  their  so  reiMrting  the  Vessel  or  Cargo,  the 
Master  shall  in  such  cases  be  subject  to  the  penalty  of  $100  for  departing  and  arriving  without  due  entry 
inwards  or  outwards  as  the  case  may  be.  Provided,  that  when  a  vessel  shall  sail  from  any  place  where 
there  is  no  Custom  House  or  officer  of  Customs,  it  shall  be  sufficient  far  the  carrying  out  of  this  regulation 
that  the  owner  or  Master  of  such  vessel,  do,  as  soon  afterwards  as  possible,  forward  to  the  nearest  Custom 
House,  a  similar  report  in  duplicate,  or  lodge  the  same  at  the  first  Port  at  which  he  shall  touch  where  there 
is  a  Ciutom  House  officer. 

8.  Ooods  under  a  removal  Bond  from  one  Canadian  Fort  to  another  Canadian  Fort,  may  be  carried  in 
any  British  registered  vessel  or  boat,  trading  coastwise,  with  a  proper  Ijicense  and  Cargo  Book,  upon  such 
goods  being  properljr  entered  in  the  Cargo  Book  and  in  the  account  of  Transire,  in  duplicate,  the  Collector 
at  the  Port  from  which  such  goods  are  removed,  being  required  to  forward  by  Mail,  to  the  Collector  of  the 
Port  from  which  the  goods  are  destined  all  the  particulars  and  description  of  the  goods  so  forwarded,  and  the 
Packages  shall  be  properly  marked  in  red  as  now  provided,  but  no  Groods  under  Bond  shall  be  carried  in 
anv  Cvasting  Vessel  or  Boat  until  the  Master  has  delivered  an  account  in  duplicate  or  transire  to  the 
Collector  of  Customs  at  the  Port  of  lading. 

9.  No  Coasting  Vessel  or  Boat  to  touch  at  any  Foreign  Port  unless  forced  by  unavoidable  circumstances, 
and  the  Master  of  any  Coasting  Vessel  or  Boat  which  has  touched  at  any  Foreign  Port,  shall  declare  the 
same  in  writing  imderhis  own  hand,  to  the  Collector  or  other  proper  Officer  of  Customs  at  the  Fort  or  place 
in  Canada  where  his  Vessel  or  Boat  afterwards  first  arrives,  under  a  penalty  of  $100. 

10.  If  an^  goods  are  unshipped  from  any  Vessel  or  Boat  arriving  coastwise,  or  unshipped  or  water 
heme  to  be  shipped,  to  be  carried  coastwise  on  Sundays  or  Holidays,  or  unless  in  the  presence,  or  with  the 
authority  of  the  proper  Officer  of  Customs,  or  unless  at  such  times  and  places  as  shall  be  appointed  and 
approved  by  him  for  that  purpose  ;  the  same  shall  be  forfeited  and  the  Master  of  the  Vessel  or  Boat  shall 

I  foneit  the  sum  of  $100. 

11.  Officers  of  Customs  may  board  any  Coasting  Vessel  or  Boat  in  any  Port  or  place,  and  at  any  period 
of  the  voyage  search  her,  and  examine  all  goods  on  boar''. ;  and  the  Collector  may  require  such  docuinents 

I  to  be  brought  to  him  for  inspection, 

12.  No  Fishing  Boat  or  boat  used  in  Ferrjring  imder  15  tons  btirthen,  shall,  except  by  special  License 
I  or  permission,  carry  any  goods  from  a  Foreign  country,  which  are  liable  to  dutv,  under  pain  of  seizure, 
Innless  the  same  (in  the  case  of  Ferry  Boats)  be  for  the  sole  use  of  some  passenger  then  on  board. 

13.  No  goods  can  be  carried  in  any  Coasting  Vessel  or  Boat  except  such  as  are  laden  to  be  so  carried  at 
nome  Port  or  place  in  Canada,  and  no  goods  shall  be  taken  into  or  put  out  of  any  Coasting  Vessel  or  Boat 
"irhile  on  her  voyage  by  River,  Lake  or  Sea. 

14.  The  transire  Coastwise  required  by  these  Reflations,  mav  in  the  case  of  any  Steam  Vessel 
'Ting  a  Purser,  be  signed  by  such  Purser  with  the  like  effect  in  all  respects,  and  subject  to  the  like 
ftlty  on  the  Purser,  and  the  like  forfeiture  of  the  goods,  in  case  of  any  untrue  statement  in  the  Transire, 
if  the  Transire  was  signed  by  the  Master  ;  and  the  word  Neuter  for  the  purposes  of  these  Regulations 

hall  be  construed  as  including  the  Purser  of  any  Steam  Vessel ;  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
breclude  the  Collector  or  proper  Officer  of  Customs  from  calling  upon  the  Master  of  any  Steam  Veaael  to 
Uiswer  all  such  questions  concerning  the  vessel,  passengers,  cargo,  and  crew,  as  might  be  lawfully  demanded 
^f  him  if  the  report  had  been  made  by  him,  or  to  exempt  the  master  from  the  penalties  imposed  by  these 

alations  for  failure  to  answer  any  such  question,  or  for  answering  untruly,  or  to  prevent  the  master  from 

'^~~:  Burh  report  if  he  shall  see  fit  so  to  do. 

16.  The  Coasting  Regulations  of  the  late  Province  of  Canada,  dated  the  12th  April,  1861,  and  all 
jegulations  heretofore  Existing  in  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick  or  Nova  Scotia  in  reference  to  coasting 
I  any  of  the  said  Provinces  are  hereby  repealed.

TO  MAKE  ICE-HOUSES. 

1 

Ice-houses  in  private  residences  would  be  more 
generally  adopted  were  it  known  how  simple  and 
cheap  it  is  to  construct  them  efficiently.  The  fol- 
lowing may  be  relied  upon  : 

Any  apartment  on  the  ground  floor  or  dry  cellar, 
or  portion  of  either,  may  be  converted  into  an  ice- 
house at  a  trifling  outlay  in  rough  boards,  sawdust, 
and  joiner's  work. 

1.  Drainage  must  be  perfect  to  ])ermit  water  to 
escape  and  exclude  air,  by  siphon  pipe  or  bell-trap 
Isadmg  to  drain. 

2.  1  loor — Thick  loose  boards  to  lay  the  ice  upon, 
forming  a  floor  and  leading  to  the  drainage. 

3.  Walls — Lined  with  boards,  with  at  least  9 
inches  of  sawdust,  and  well  rammed  down  between 
the  walls  and  boards. 

4.  Door  about  2  feet  wide,  opening  on  to  two  sets 
of  loose  sliding  boards  with  sawdust  between  ;  these 
loose  boards  can  be  taken  down  to  be  level  with  the 
top  of  the  ice  as  the  ice  is  used. 


6.  Ventilation— A  few  holes  in  the  top  of  the 
door,  regulated  by  corks  as  may  be  found  to  answer  ; 
all  below  must  be  perfectly  air-tight. 

6.  The  icft  to  be  placed  upon  a  block,  and  the  top 
row  covered  with  6  inches  of  sawdust. 

This  principle  answers  for  obtaining  the  greatest 
amount  of  cold  from  a  single  block,  or  from  large 
quantities. 

One  ton  of  block-ice  occupies  about  fifty  cubic 
feet. 

Above  the  ice,  shelves  and  hooks  can  be  arranged 
for  provisions  to  receive  the  benefit  of  the  cold  air — 
wines,  &c.,  on  the  sawdust  over  ice,  or  iu  contact 
with  ice. 

To  divide  blocks,  use  a  wide-toothed  saw  for  an 
inch,  then  a  sharp  nxe  with  a  smart  blow  on  the 
sawu  groove.  Any  sharp-{K>inted  instrument  will 
break  ice  into  small  pieces  swiftly  ;  never  use  a 
hammer. — Land  and  Water. 


HOW  TO  TRAP  CROWS. 


The  Poultry  Chronicle  gives  the  following  mode  of 
tiapping  crows,  which  will  interest  boys  :— The 
quickest  and  surest  trap  for  crows  is  to  place  a  steel 
trap  in  the  shallow  water  of  a  pond,  so  that  the 
jaws  when  open,  are  just  under  the  water.  On  the 
tredle  place  a  tuft  of  grass  or  moss,  making  a 
miniature  islimd,  then  cut  a  small  stick  with  three 
branches,  forking  in  such  a  manner  as  to  support  an 


egg  on  them  ;  stick  this  about  six  or  eight  inches 
from  the  trap,  lay  a  little  moss,  grass  or  leaves  over 
it,  and  place  the  egg  on  the  fork,  so  that  it  will  ap- 
pear as  if  floating  on  the  water,  cover  the_  remainder 
of  the  trap  lightly  with  grass  so  as  to  hide  it  from 
si^ht.  To  obtain  the  egg  the  crow  will  light  on  the 
"  island,"  and,  find,  too  late,  he  is  caught. 
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CONVENIENT  RECIPES. 


T»  Remove  Orecuf.  ffm  Coat  Co//ar».— Wash  with  1 
a  sponge  moistened  with  hartshorn  and  water. 

To  Prevent  Ink  from  Moulding.  ■  A  few  cloves 
added  to  ink  will  prevent  it  from  becoming  mouldy, 
and  impart  an  agreeable  perfume. 

To  Extract  (Jreau  from  Papwed  >Fa//#.— Dip  a 
piece  of  flannel  in  spirits  of  wine,  rub  the  greasy 
spots  gently  once  or  twice,  and  the  grease  will  dis- 
appear. 

To  Make  Hard  Water  Soft.  —  Dissolve  one  pound 
of  White  Rock  Potash  in  one  K'^Hon  of  water,  and 
then  use  half  a  gill  of  the  preparation  to  a  tub  of 
water. 

To  Keep  Lemont. — Lemons  will  keep  good  for 
months  if  sliced  when  utrfectly  frexh,  and  packed  in 
glass  jars  with  a  thick  layer  of  white  sugar  between 
the  slices. 

To  Extract  Stains  from  Silver. —Hal  ammonia^  one 
part ;  vinegar  sixteen  parts.  Mix  and  use  this  liquid 
with  a  piece  of  flannel,  then  wash  the  plate  in  clean 
water. 

Sealing-wax  for  Fruit  Jan.— Take  resin  eight 
ounces,  shellac  two  ounces,  beeswax  half  an  ounce  ; 
melt  the  resin,  then  add  the  shellac  slowly,  and 
afterward  th»  beeswax. 

To  RaiH  the  Surface  of  Ke/wi.— Warm  a  flat-iron 
moderarely  ;  cover  it  with  a  wet  cloth,  and  hold  it 
under  the  velvet ;  the  vaiwr  arising  from  the  heated 
cloth  will  raise  the  pile  of  the  velvet,  with  the 
assistance  of  a  rush-wnisk. 

To  Remove  Starch  or  Rust  from  Flat-Irons. — Have 
a  piece  of  yellow  beeswax  tied  in  a  coarse  cloth. 
When  the  iron  is  almost  hot  enough  to  use,  but  not 
quite,  run  it  quickly  with  the  beeswax,  and  then 
with  a  clean  coarse  cloth.  This  will  remove  it 
entirely. 

JNovel  Butter  Cooler. — A  simple  mode  of  keeping 
butter  in  warm  weather,  where  ice  is  not  handy,  is 
to  invert  a  common  flower  pot  over  the  butter,  with 
some  water  in  the  dish  in  which  it  is  laid.  The 
orifice  at  the  bottom  may  be  corked  or  not.  The 
porousness  of  the  earthenwai-e  will  keep  the  butter 
cool. 

To  Destroy  Moths  in  Carpets. —Wring  a  coarse 
towel  out  of  clean  water  ;  spread  it  smoothly  on  the 
carpet ;  iron  it  dry  with  a  hot  iron  ;  repeat  the 
operation  on  all  parts  of  the  carpet  suspected  with 
being  infested  with  moths.  No  need  to  press  hard, 
and  neither  the  pile  nor  the  color  of  the  carpet  will 
b«  injured,  and  the  moths  will  be  destroyed  by  the 
heat  and  steam. 

Hoio  to  Bake  Oriddle  Cakes. — A  griddle  for  baking 
cakes  should  never  be  greased,  as  this  destroys  the 
delicate  flav(nr  of  the  cakes.  Scour  well  with  a  cloth 
and  sand,  wash  with  hot  suds,  wipe  dry,  and,  just 
before  baking,  rub  with  a  coarse  c'oth  and  salt.  It 
is  not  necessary  to  wash  and  scour  it  every  time  it 
is  wanted  ;  only  once  to  get  all  ^  iase  out ;  but  use 
the  cloth  and  salt  every  time  you  put  fresh  cakes 
on.  just  as  grease  would  be  used. 

Violin  Varnish. — Dissolve  gum-shellac  in  alc(;ho'; 
by  a  gentle  heat,  and  strain  for  use.  This  varnish 
is  best  on  account  of  there  being  no  oil  in  its  com- 
position. 

To  Remove  Stains  from  Broadcloth.— Take  an 
ounce  of  ^)ipe-clay  that  has  been  ground  fine,  and 
mix  it  with  twelve  drops  of  alcohol,  and  the  same 
quantity  of  spiiits  of  turpentine.  Whenever  you 
wish  to  remove  any  itains  from  cloth,  moisten  a 
little  of  this  mixture  with  alcohol,  and  rub  it  on  the 
spulB.  Let  it  remain  till  dry,  then  rub  it  off  with  a 
woolen  cloth,  and  the  spots  will  disappear. 


Cleaning  Silk  and  Merinos,— Or^te  two  or  three 
hvrgi-  |>otatoes,  add  to  them  a  pint  of  cold  water,  let 
them  stand  a  short  time,  pour  off  the  liouid  clear,  or 
strain  it  through  a  sieve,  when  it  will  be  ready  for 
use.  Lay  the  silk  on  a  flat  surface,  nud  ap|ily  the 
liquid  with  a  clean  nponge  till  the  dirt  is  well 
separated  ;  dip  each  piece  in  a  iiail  of  clean  water, 
and  hang  up  to  dry  without  wringing.  Iron,  while 
damp,  on  th  •  wnmsr  side. 

To  Stain  Violiiix. — Take  one  {>ound  of  Brazil  wood 
and  boil  it  in  a  half -gallon  of  water,  an  hour  ;  strain 
the  li(|uor  and  add  one -half  an  ounce  of  cochineal  ; 
boil  again  gently,  and  it  will  be  ready  for  use.  This 
will  produce  a  crimson  tint.  If  you  wish  it  darker, 
boil  a  small  quantity  of  saffron  in  a  ((iiart  of  water, 
and  apply  it  before  putting  o.i  the  criniwon  stain. 
If  you  desire  a  purple  color,  boil  one  poimd  of  log- 
wood in  three  quarts  of  water,  then  add  four  ounces 
of  pearlosh  and  two  ounces  of  powdered  indigo. 

Cement  for  Crockery. — To  make  a  good  cement  for 
crockery  take  one  pound  of  white  shellac  pulverized  ; 
two  ounces  of  r'um  mastic,  put  these  into  a  bottle, 
and  then  add  :>ne-half  pound  pure  mluhuric  ether. 
Let  it  stand  half  an  hour,  and  then  add  half  a  gallon 
ninety  per  cent,  alcohol,  and  shake  occasionally 
until  it  is  dissolved.  Heat  ''/he  edges  of  the  article 
to  be  mended,  aiu*  ap^>ly  the  cement  with  a  nencil 
brush  ;  hold  tl  article  ''nnly  together  til!  the 
cement  cools. 

WoM /or  itnen.—"  Starch  Lustre'  a  substance 
used  for  washing  purposes,  which,  -v, 'v.n  added  to 
starch,  causes  the  linen  to  which  ic  is  applied  to 
assume  not  only  a  high  p"li8h  but  u  <tazzling  wlrte- 
nesa.  A  portion  of  th-  .  'j"!  of  an  old  fash'  Mid 
cent,  added  to  half  a  )ioau(.;  of  starch,  and  boiied 
with  it  for  two  or  thrcv  mimites,  will  produce  the 
best  results.  This  substance  is  nothing  more  than 
stearine,  parafine  or  wax,  colored  by  a  Hlight  admix- 
ture of  ultra  marine  blue.  The  latter  may  be  added 
at  will. 

To  Remove  Ink  Stains  from  Silver. —The  tops  and 
other  portions  of  silver  inkstands  frequently  become 
discolored  with  ink  wb'ch  it  is  difficult  to  remove. 
It  may,  howeve,  be  erailicated  by  making  a  little 
choloride  of  lime  into  paste  and  rubbing  it  upon  the 
stains. 

To  Clean  Silks,  Satins  or  Colored  Woolen  Dresses. — 
Four  ounces  soft  soap,  four  ounces  of  honey,  the 
white  of  one  egg,  and  one  wineglass  of  gin  ;  mix 
well  together,  afterwards  rinse  the  article  in  cold 
water  and  let  drain.     Iron  while  damp. 

To  Rf move  Wax  Spots  from  Cloth.— Hold  a  piece 
of  red  ii  f  ■ :  ^n  within  an  inch  or  two  of  the  marks, 
after\^  .-J    ;  ab  them  with  a  clean  soft  rag. 

Scouriiii;  Drops  for  Removing  Onase  Spots'— Cam- 
phene  or  spirits  of  turpentine  ■  -three  ounces ;  essence 
of  lemon  one  ounce  ;  mix  well. 

T'Vuit  or  wine  stains  that  have  been  long  in  linen 
niay  be  removed  by  rubbing  the  part  on  each  side 
(vitn  yellow  soap.  Then  lay  on  a  mixture  of  starch 
very  thick  ;  rub  it  well  in,  and  expose  the  linen  to 
the  sun  and  air  till  the  stain  comes  out,  which  will 
be  in  three  or  four  days. 

To  clean  paint,  smear  a  piece  of  flannel  in  com- 
mon whiting,  mixed  to  the  consistency  of  common 
paste,  in  warm  water.  Hub  the  surface  to  be 
cleansed  quite  briskly,  and  wash  off  with  pure  cold 
water.  Grease  spots  will  in  this  way  be  almost 
instantly  removed,  as  well  as  other  filth,  and  the 
paint  will  retain  its  brilliancy  and  beauty  unim- 
paired.

GAME  LAWS. 


1.  In  Ontario,  dcoi-s  or  fawns,  elks,  moose  or  carri- 
boos,  may  be  hunted,  taken  or  killed  beween  the  1st 
of  September  and  the  19th  of  December— 34  Vict, 
ch.26. 

In  Quebec,  fmm  ist  September  to  1st  February 
following— 81  Vic,  ch.  26. 

2.  In  Ontario,  wild  turkey,  grouse,  pheasants  and 
partridges  may  be  killed  between  the  1st  of  September 
and  the  Ist  of  Jnnuury— 31  Vic,  ch.  12. 

In  Quebec,  between  the  1st  of  September  and  the 
1st  of  March  following. 

8.  In  Ontario,  no  quail  shall  be  taken  or  killed  for 
three  yeare  from  the  15th  of  Februarj',  1871,  and  there- 
after they  may  be  from  Ist  October  to  1st  January— 
84  Vic,  ch.  36. 

4.  In  Ontario,  woodcocks  and  snijjes  may  bo  killed 
between  the  15th  July  and  1st  of  March  following- 
Si  Vic,  ch.  an. 

In  Quebec,  from  Ist  September  to  ist  of  March— 81 
Vic,  ch.  2G. 

6.  In  Ontario,  black  ducks,  gray  mallards,  U^aXs  and 
wood  ducks  may  Ije  killed  from  the  Irtth  September 
to  the  15th  of  April,  other  kind  of  ducks,  wild  swans 
or  geese,  from  tnc  luth  of  August  to  the  lost  of  May 
foirowlng-32  Vict,  ch.  85. 

In  Quebec,  from  the  1st  of  September  to  the  1st  of 
May  for  all  of  them,  west  of  Three  Ri  /ers,  and  from 
1st  of  September  to  15th  of  Miu^  following  east  of  that 
city,  except  In  the  lower  St  Lawrence,  east  of 
'  Brandy-Pots,'  where  they  may  be  killed  at  all  times 
for  food— 82  Vic,  ch.  ;j8. 

6.  In  Ontario,  beavers,  minks,  ,..bles,  otters  and 
flshers,  may  be  trapped  or  killed  between  the  Ist  of 
November  and  the  1st  of  March  following :— Muskrats 
ftt>m  Ist  of  February  to  the  1st  of  May.  Hares 
between  the  1st  of  September  and  the  let  of  March 
followlng-82  Vic,  ch.  12,  84  Via,  ch.  46. 


In  Quebec,  wild  cats  and  martins  may  be  killed  of 
trapped  between  the  Ist  of  November  and  the  Ist  or 
April ;  minks  from  15th  of  October  to  15th  of  April ; 
otters  from  1st  of  November  to  1st  of  May ;  muskrats 
from  21st  of  October  to  Ist  of  May ;  hares  from  1st  of 
September  to  1st  of  February. 

7.  No  traps  or  snares  are  allowed  for  any  of  the 
feathered  game  above  mentioned,  nor  for  any  of  the 
protected  wild  animals,  except  beavers,  muskrats, 
minks,  sables,  otters  and  flshers,  in  Ontario,  to  which 
hares  arc  added  in  Quebec ;  nor  the  use  of  poisonouti 
substances,  nor  spring  g^uns,  batteries,  night  lights  or 
sunken  punts  in  the  hunting  of  wild  geese  or  ducks. 

8.  Destructionsof  eggs  and  nests  is  entirely  prohi- 
bited.   Night  shooting  is  also  entirely  prohibited. 

0.  Possession  of  any  gam  els  prohibited  within  the 
periods  during  which  shooting  or  killing  is  not  allowed, 
and  sales  of  animals  or  game  protected  are  not  allowed 
after  fourteen  days  from  the  close  of  the  shooting 
season. 

10.  In  Ontario,  offences  against  the  law  shall  be 
punished  by  a  flne  of  from  $2  to  $25,  with  costs,  or  by 
un  Imprisonment  not  exceeding  thirty  days.  Any 
one  may  prosecute  the  offender  before  a  .Tustlce  of 
the  Peace,  and  the  flne  goes  to  the  Informer. 

In  Quebec,  the  flne  may  be  from  $1  to  $60,  and  the 
Imprisonment  three  months.  One  single  witness  Is 
sufncleut  to  procure  the  conviction  of  the  oflbnder 
before  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  the  whole  of  the 
flne  goes  to  the  Informer. 

11.  By  the  27,  28  Vic,  ch.  S2,  insectivorous  birds  are 
protected  from  the  1st  of  March  to  the  1st  of  August, 
under  a  penalty  of  from  $1  to  |10.  Eagles,  falcons, 
klng-flshers,  wild  pigeons,  rice  birds  and  crows,  may 
be  killed  at  all  times. 
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
